1706. said that he was bom 400 years too soon. The 
speaker did uot Know whether the future would pre- 
sent a mnre femirKaMe eiiscenoe to those who 
shouia enjoy it. or not tuautbe present had.been and 
was to us-but it did not belong to tlio fortunes 
oi any other people,.or to the people of this country 
in any preceding.generation, to see greater progress 
in any ol those things which were 01 substantial ad- 
vantage and whish enured to the bcuctit of man- 
kind man it had been our fortune to enjoy within 
the last tea or twsaty years. Our political founda- 
tions were strong, fostered by a system of pa'ohc

10:IS) A. M., Slay 1, informs us tkal on Sun- 
day latst, at an imperial council in that capital, 
lit which Prince Bismarck Was present, it wag 
agreed to notify Iho French government at 
Versailles tliat a further limited period would 
be allowed it for tho restoration of authority, 
tlio enforcement of order and the fulfilment of 
treaty stipulations, after which Germany would 
proceed to an independent course of action in 
establishing law andordcrin Paris. Germany 
does not wish to interfere in the internal politi- 
cal afl'airs of France, but the prospsct of an 
intorniinaWo civil war. originating in revolu- 
tion and characterized by disgraceful excesses, 
is a state of things which cauaot longer bo 
tolerated, because it involves the moral and 
material interests of Germany ixnd of the 
whole of Europe. 
Tiio same despatch says 


that private and trustworthy information, 
communicated to our correspondent in Berlin, 
lends to the belief tliat it is the intention of 
the Germans to restore the Kegeucy (Napo- 
leonic) as the next legitimate government ol 
France, iu the event of a failure on tho part 
of M. TSiiers to re-eslabli.sh law and order in 
Paris within the limitation to be assigned 
him. 


We have every reason to accept this intelli- 


gence as authentic—lo treat it as trnu that the 
German government has resolved upon tho 
course suggested, and that iu the event of tho 
armed restoration of the Imperial Regency Ger- 
many, instead of being resisted by any ot" the 
Great Powers, will be acliug by and with their 
advice and consent iu this proceeding. 
But 


will not the Thiers government settle tuis 
question within a few days in the suppression 
of the Commune and the occupation of Paris ? 
We cannot tell; but even with his complete 
success in suppressing the Commune there is 
no guarantee that 11. Thiers will be able to 
re-establish law and order iu Paris aiidJFrance. 
On tlie coiitrary, uat^ss'uiTestcd by the strong 
hand ol Germany, it is prob.iblo that new 
complications and factions outbreaks and a 
state of gener.il revolutionary confusion may 
fylloiv and spread its fe.ut'ul contagion from 
the Seiuo to (he Bnl'dh islands—fcj ifie Elbe, 
the Po and tho Danube. 


Prince Bismarck can hardly be ignorant of 


the dangerous elements which underlie the 
Paris Commune, and which in tbeir ramifica- 
tions embrace tho British islands and extend 
at least to the confines of Russia and Turkey. 
\Ve shall speak of them presently, but there is 
suflident jusliQciU5on for G-'rman armed in- 
tervention at Paris, simply in view of the 
restoration of authority and the fulfilment of 
treaty stipulations. There is no guarantee in 
the present condition of affairs in Trance that 
the Thiers government, if left to itself, cau 
long survive, or that, tho Cghtinj factions into 
which unhappy France Is now divided c>« 
come to an agreement upuu any government 
short of a general and exhausting civil war. 
French history, with all its revolutions since 
1789, seems to teach us the impossibility of a 
French republic. 
That of 1733, with its 


reign of terror— 


Tlie Woodiest record in Hie Book o( Time- 


is a terror to Fi'aucs aacl to Europe to this 
day. 
The j?«fC0 of laad, on the other hand, 


waa simply ridiculous; while the beautiful 
Arcadian experiment of Lamartins of JS4S, 
"too 
beautiful to last," was a short-lived 


poetisaL opera, Jiuiiffe. 
Yet 
ns a French 


extravaganza it has been surpassed by the 
republic of Gumbetta, with Gamtietta bearing 
it higher than "iiigh Olympus," in his escape 
from, beleaguered Paris in a balloon. 
And 


what else than a farce, though a terrible and 
bloody farce, can this raging conflict between 
the Versailles government and the Paris Com- 
mune be to tlie impatient matter-of-lact Ger- 
man army looking oa ? 


With all these teachings from French history 


of the delusions of a French republic, the 
Germans, looking only to their indemnity, 
can be excused, as the world goes, in cutting 
short this conflict between Versailles and 
Paris and in giving- law and ordar to Francs 
by reinstating the empire. The Paris Com- 
mune of tliis day embraces revolutionary 
elements of a new character and of'a more 
perilous aid extensive organization against 
kings and crowna and Church and Stale than 
any hostile conspiracies of the past. We

international league of the 


workiugmen's associations. 
The workingmen 


of this league are the fighting men of the 
Paris Commune. It appears that they are 
united with the advanced socialists of Paris

The attempt on the part of one of our daily 


papers to depreciate the fluaucial credit of 
the city upon purely political grounds, if not 
from purely personal motives, is unworthy of 
that high standard of journalism to which it 
was to have been hoped the respectable press 
of the metropolis aspired.

The more improve- 
ments, the more taxable property, and conse- 
quently the lesser tho burden our taxpayers 
have to bear. The increase of population, the 
employment of capital, tha encouragement 
given to art, science, 
manufactures aud 


literature, 
the rapid 
strides the city is 


making- in 
all

aid in the creation of a magnificent metropo-^ 
Us, extending from the Battery to Harlem 
river and from the East river to the North 
river, with its rejuvenated and beautified 
parks and promenades, and splendid public 
and private edifices-—all these considerations 
warrant iho city authorities in asking for and 
using money. Ilence we hold it to be a piti- 
ful spirit tbat begrudges the funds necessary 
to carry oa these improvements as well as a 
dangerous one that would attempt to weaken 
the confidence of any class of the community 
ia the power of the city oF New York to pay 
all its liabilities as they mature. Tho credit 
of the city of New York never stood higher 
than it doe s lo-day.

It seemed us if, at 
las!, light had penetrated tho dark places of 
tho earth, and as if even exclusive China were 
yielding to tho benign and genial influence. 
Our hope was strengthened and our prldo wus 
llattered by the fact that tho liberal policy of 
which the Embassy was tho expression hud 
been brought about largely by the inlluence of 
an American. The appointment of Mr. Bur- 
liugamo ns chief of the Embassy which was to 
visit the government of tha United States and 
the various courts of Europe, was a recogni- 
tion of tho merits of the man and a compliment 
to us as a people, both of which we felt proud 
to acknowledge, 'i'be failure of that Kuibassy, 
not thiough tho faults of Mi: Budingane, 
wlio, unhappily, was called away too soon, or 
tin ough the faults of the great Western Powers, 
who wore, till of them, kind and courteous in 
the extreme, but through tho inherent per- 
versity of the Chinese character, has rendered 
it impossible for the governments and peoples 
of the civilized world for many years to como 
to have any faith in Chinese promises. What 
"Puitica fiiln" meant in the days of ancient 
Rome, when Rome waa yet uucorruptcd, Chi- 
nese faith means to-day. 


The demand which has just boon mad.: upon 


the ambassadors of the various Powers by tho 
imperial government of China dissipates every 
fond hope to which the Burlingauie mission 
gave birth. The Tien-!siu massacre, which 
was horrible and barbarous beyond anything 
which 1ms occurred iu modern times, and 
which took place while the Em!)a?sy was on 
its tour through Europe, was no doubt dis- 
couraging. But the government officials de- 
nied ilie responsibility, and feebly attempted 
for a time to throw the blame oa the shoulders 
of certain ignorant fanatics. Disposed to be just 
to the government of China iu what wo were 
willing to believe a trying aad and tr.iiisitiosal 
period, we have waited to see the offenders 
brought jo justice; but wo have wailed in 
vain, or rattier we have wailed to find insult 
added to injury. 
In place of an apology and 


a promise to do what is right, tliure^^jnade 
upon tho representatives of the 
civilized 


Powers of the world a demand which can 
only be answered properly by swift aod effi- 
cient punishment. 
To make our position 


plain and intelligible to our readers we repro- 
duce- the despatch which we printed some days 
ago. 
The demand made by the Chinese gov- 


ernment is as follows :— 


Pint—That schools for the education of 


females be abolished. 


Second—That the teaching to males, subjects 


of the empire, of all doctrines opposed to 
those of Confucius, be forbidden. 


Third—That missionaries shall be consid- 


ered Chinese subjects. 


J.''uurt7i-—That women shall not be permitted 


access to the empire in tliat capacity. 
, The foreign Ambassadors are also notified 
that the attendance of women upon reli- 
gious service made one of the occasions for 
the recent massacres of foreigners, and that 
" though those events cannot but b; deplor.-d 
by the imperial government, compensation for 
their commission is absolutely refused." 


We collect money for China ; educate mis- 


sionaries, male and female, for China ; build 
schools and churches in China—in the good 
work all Christian nations and all names and 
deaominations of Christians unite—and this is 
our reward. 
A more deliberate insult was 


never flung Sn the teeth of united Christendom, 
Look at the different items of thia Chinese 
ultimatum. In the mission schools we seek 
to educate the female as well as tho male. 
China says the girls must not bs euncatefl. 
Let our women's rights women think of this. 
So much for the first item. The second item 
is worse than the first. AH doctrines taught to 
males, subjects of the empire, must be ia har- 
mony with the teachings of Confucius ; if not, 
they must be forbidden. Under this qualifi- 
cation the missionary must have a small 
chance. Another demand is that we must 
send no more female missionaries. 
The last 


is that the missionaries, who, of course, must 
be males, are to be regarded as Chinese sub- 
jects. 
The imperial Chinese manifesto is 


honored,with an addenda which informs us that 
the presence of women at the religions services 
was one of the principal causes of the "recent 
massacres"—niassacrcs which the imperial 
government deplores, but trill not compensate. 
What we have said, we repeat. This language 
is an outrage upon tho whole civilized world. 
It concerns the United States deeply, because 
our missionaries all over the Easi, from Egypt 
to Japan, are numerous, dutiful and success- 
ful, according to their own. hopes and tho 
plans of their employers. It concerns Great 
Britain quite as much as ourselves. It con- 
cerns France—poor France, to-day. 
It con- 


cerns the Pope. 
It concerns 
Germany. 


It 
concerns 
Russia, 
which is a great 


Eastern Power. 
China has really insulted 


the civilization of the^ West. 
Trade, the 


gospel, the telegraph,' the steamboat, the 
steam plough, the steam car, the newspaper, 
all force us onward. Exclusive China resists 
in the interests of a so-called civilization 
which is as antiquated as tho habits of the 
men who lived before the flood, or of our own 
Indians, who have found their epithalamium in 
Longfellow's "Hiawatha." 


How is this stupidity on tho part of China 


Precisely as it was over- 
come in 1857-8, by the combined forces of 
Europe and America.

England and France then brought China to 
her senses. What happened in the summer of 
18S8, when the allies moved up the Peiha 
river, compelling China to submit to all 
demands, must be repeated as soon as possi- 
ble if in that great populous empire of the 
East Western—or, as wo prefer to call it, 
Christian.—civilization is to be respected. It is 
our opinion that this fresh Chinese trouble is 
duo to the unhappy collapse 
of France.
